The cotton planters of Brazos county, 
Texas, have a novel way of destroying 
the cotton worm.

The 
cotton fields are lighted np with thou- 
sands of these lamps nightly, and the 
has so far proved successful.

A pamplet is just issued from the 
United States Nautical Almanac office at 
Washington, in which Professor New- 
comb gives particulars for this country 
for the total solar eclipse to take place 
July 21'. Maps ar» furnished fur the 
line of totality, which extends over the 
western end of Montana, across the Yel- 
lowstone National Park, through. Wyom- 
ing territoiy, over Denver, Col , down 
through northern and eastern Texas, 
euterine the Gulf of Mexico between 
New Orleans and Galveston. It wWl 

then pass over most of Cuba and the 
southern portion of Santo Domingo, 
vanishing from earth shortly afterwards. 
The breadth of the totality shadow in 
this country will be about one hundred 
and sixteen miles. The partial eclipse 
will extend all over the United States, 
Mexico and British America. Instruc- 
tions are given by which unskilled ob- 
servers, possessed of a spy-glass and a 
watch, may make observations on this 
eclipse along the line of totality, that are 
likely to be of u« if sent to Washington. 
It is mentioned incidentally that the 
present astronomical tables are so uncer- 
tain that there is a difference of four 
miles in the path of the shadow as given 
respectively by the British and Ameri- 
can nautical almanacs. The pamphlet 
includes a diagram of the place of im- 
portant stars which may be seen near 
the sun during the moments of eclipse, 
and suggests that a sharp lookout should 
be then kept for intra-Mercurial planets. 
People who have the faculty (or rapid 
sketching are advised how to make 
drawings of the corona. All the sugges- 
tions of the pamphlet are simple, and 
may be carried out without trouble by 
those who are favorably situated to the 
locality. 

Curing: Beef Without Salt. 

Our system of salting meat makes it 
unhealthy and distasteful. Why do we 
salt bones ? Were they extracted one- 
third the rait would suffice, and meat ro 
cured would lose little of its nutriment 
besides gaining in value. Two-thirds of 
the smoking might be dispensed with, 
and one cause of indigestibility greatly 
lessened. Modern mechanical skill can 
surely contrive a tool to disbone a bam 
and let the salt have equal access inside 
and outside. The thick skin might be 
removed with equal benefit. Custom

The 
first operation is to unbone it. Then it 
is cut into narrow strips and exposed to 
the sun till a superficial crust is formed, 
to exclude the air. A slight smoking 
keeps insects away. It is usually kept 
in sacks in a dry place, and time does 
not injure it. It is now suggested that 
great improvement can be made in cur- 
ing all meats without salt, by some 
adaptation of the Alden fruit-drier. 
We have seen beef and mutton shredded 
into bioad ribbons two inches thick, 
and passed through an Alden drier and 
slightly smoked till a strong outer crust 
was formed. The eft red meat was served 
to sailors on a voyage to the Sandwich 
islands and back, and was esteemed a 
great luxury compared with the best 
salted mess beef. Some that was brought 
back to San Francisco satisfied the ex- 
perimenters that this mode of curing 
meat is destined to come into general 
use.— [San Francisco Cor.

Amerir^n Grasses BeingTested *itr 'ntercsting 
Results. 

Prof. Olyer, the chemist employed 
by tbe government for the department ol 
agriculture, h engaged with his as- 
sistants in making some analysis that 
promise to be of connderable importance 
to the agricultural interests of the 
country. The department has received, 
from various parts of the United States, 
s|»ecimens of grasses which, having been 
ground to a powder, are submitted to 
chemical tests to determine their relative 
nutritive value for the purposes of feed- 
ing stock. The grasses now under 
examination comprise twelve of the 
native varieties ot Kansas. None of the 
analyses iir*>' yet .toa»_.\_. „ . »-•••. • 
experiment of analyzing agricultural 
products being new in the United States, 
the results of the tines now in progrep* 
are awaited with interest. 

One of the first tests applied to theee 
grasses is that of incineration, or burn- 
ing, their organic substance being con- 
sumed. The nutritive value of the 
grasses is in some inverse proportion 
to the inorganic or non-nutritive matter 
which remains after the fire. One of 
the western gra>ses already tested in this 
manner has been found to contain less 
than eleven per cent of the alkaline or 
non nutritive substance. Subsequent 
tests are made for the purpose of deter- 
mining the varying proportions of starch' 
sugar, albumen, etc , contained in the 
gra-ses. 

According to investigations made by 
Prof. Colyer, there grow within the limits 
of the United States not less than 1,200 
varieties of grasses, the New England 
States alone furnishing about 200 varie- 
ties. Prof. Colyer mentions, s> a curious 
fact (showing the limited attention which 
has hitherto been given to agricultural 
chemistry in the United States), tbataK 
oi even the common 
cereals — corn, wheat and rye— have been 
made by American chemists, our know- 
ledge of the results of snch analyses com- 
ing mainly from England and Germany. 
He also thinks that the meadow lands of 
New Eogland, which have become bar- 
ren from being kept constantly sown 
with one kind of grass, could be made 
abundantly productive again by being 
treated to s?me other ef the multitudi- 
nous varieties which, after investigation, 
would probably be found adapted to the 
present condition of the soil. At present, 
he asserts, the chemical assistance at his 
disposal is wholly inadequate to under- 
take investigations of this kind.

Consumption Due to Iiisufncicnt 
Nourishment. 

The alarmii.K ,,f mortality 

from consumption Inbi aroused the atten- 
tion of many earnest thinkers outside 
the medical fraternity. Statistics show 
that this disease carries off more victims 
in a year than most fatal epidemic; and 
various plans are proposed by which the 
power of the terrible scourge may be in 
a measure decreased. Especially in New 
England, where the climate is severe 
and the people energetic and enterpris- 
ing; "where it is considered effeminate 
to dress heavily, to have a sleeping-room 
warmed, or to favor one'B self in the 
matter ot work," there consumption 
rules and reigns. An editorial in the 
July number of Scribner, commenting 
on this subject, charges mnch of the ill- 
health of New England to the "thin diet" 
system of Graham, from which the people 
have not yet entirely recovered. Stu- 
dents starved themselves, took long 
tramps while fasting, and died by hun- 
dreds. The writer considers sawdust as 
wholesome and nutritious a diet as buck- 
wheat cakes and molasses. Good bread 
and butter, milk, fruit, nutritious beef 
or mutton and nice puddings, these he 
considers the necessaries of life, insuffi- 
cient nourishment being one of the chief 
causes of lung diseases. To increase the 
vitality to a dominant pitch renders the 
tubercles already deposited in the lungs 
harmless. "We have seen consumption 
cured again and again," he says, "by the 
simple process of building up the forces 
of vitality through passive exercise in 
the open air, and the supply of an abun- 
dance of nutritious food ; and we have no 
doubt it can be prevented in most in 
stances by the

A Cleveland I^eader reporter recently 
called upou Dr. William F. Carver, the 
great rifle shot, and had a long talk with 
him on matters connected with his early 
life. He possesses a wonderful history 
that is full enough of material for the 
framework of a good drama, without 
going into the realms of imagination or 
wandering from the paths of truth. The 
Indians title him " Evil Spirit," on ac- 
count of his great accuracy with the 
rifle. Never missing his object, they 
could not understand how it was possible 
for one to be so deadly in aim without 
poHseesing ssome supernatural pow 

Carver's life has been one ol tbrilling 
adventure*. Captured by the Indians 
when ouly four years old, he never had 
an equal among the savage tribes that 
taught his hands their cunning, and 
helped to train tbe steady nerve and 
physical force that is his birthright. 
When 16 years of age, the tribe held a 
council, and declared him the medical 
man of the entire Dakota nation, vihich 
position he t>ccupied for >ix years, and 
received in that way the title of douUir. 

.\n. r leaving it - Indian" he went to 

school in a small town in Illinois, where 
he remained four years. The. inclina- 
tion being strong upon him to return 
to his former associates and pas- 
times, he betook himself once more 
at the end of that time to the. pi ins, 
and soon became famouB as a hunter of 
buffalo, elk and the abundance of wild 
game that infect the frontier. He saya 
that he has killed more buffalo on one 
run, solely and alone, than any party of 
hunters. In the fall of I860 he rescued 
two ladiea from a small band of Coman> 
ches, for which he was highly commented 
on by the entire Western press. "He 
acquired tbe reputation of a phenomenal 
shot at the age of seven years, when he 
was known to bring down a blue-jay on 
the wing with a rifle. 

As a result of constant practice in this 
particular line, together with his good 
habits, muscular form and unerring 
nerve, the acquirement of his wondt rtul 
skill is attributed. He has achieved

Weening Colts. 

A ccrreapendent of a Canada |>aj>cr 
has this to say on weaning colts: 

Put the colt and its mother in a Mtahle; 
tie both side by side in a manger, iu a 
wide etali; have nothing between them; 
eive them an adequate supply of nutri 
lion* aliment for a few days, and the 
th ing is accom j >1 ished . I prefer th is way, 
because it prevents fretting, on the part 
of b>>th the mother and colt; and as an 
Irishman expressed it, about tbe two 
pigs in the same pen, the one encourages 
the other to eat; so that the colt is not 
reduced in condition, as is too often the 
i during the weaning process. This 
reatment helps to halter-break 
the colt, too, if it has not previously 
been done. 

Another plan I have sometimes adopt- 
ed, when I did not want to stable the 
colt — tliat ia, started the old folks away 
on a v .siting tour for a week or so with 
the mare, leaving the colt in the pasture- 
fieid with the other colts; thus the two 
are out of hearing distance of each oth- 
er, until the young one forgets its baby 



Cheap Fruit Rooms. 
There are some patented fruit-houses 
that coat thousands of dollars, and for 
the privilege of building them hundreds 
ro sometime* charged. Farmers or 
farming neighborhoods want something 
cheaper. Judge Stitzel stated at the 
meeting of the Pennsylvania Fruit 
Growers' society that a gentleman of 
"owiw has a building holding 3,000 
usnera, and keeping '* pound " apples 
until October of tbe following year, and 
greenings till July. He charges 15 cents 
per bushel for keeping his neighbor's 
apples. The building is of wood, above 
jrround, and ice keeps the temperature 
nearly down to freezing, the ice being 
stored above— the ceiling is water-tight 
to prevent moisture. The space in the 
walls it filled with tan. The apples are 
in twe-buahel boxes, so placed that the 
bottom of one is the lid of the next 
below. The house cost $360. Mr. Engle 
built a house, half underground, the 
body of ice being 12 feet deep. A part 
of the underground is partitioned oh" by 
a slanting division He finds no diffi- 
ttliy in keeping fruit the year round. 
The ice is carefully packed perfectly 
tight, and the sides are watched to fill 
any vacancy or crevice. Ice overhead 
is better than this, but more expensive. 
Mr. Tracy buried the barrels of fruit in 
. covering lightly with earth. 
He has buried maiden's blush in Au- 
gust and kept them till April, and 
iDg* till June. 
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tntaming Fertility 

The following thought on grain ma- 
nuring, by a correspondent of the Coun- 
try Gentleman, is an excellent one : 

When land has been thoroughly en- 
riched, it is very easy to retain its fer- 
tility by seeding frequently with clover 
and occasionally manuring. < )nly ia-t 
week I pawed a field which seven or 
eight years ago produced three hundred 
bushels of wheat on five acres, or sixty 
bushels per acre. The wheat was of the 
Diehl variety, as any other would grow 
too rank on such rich land; In the 
center of the field are a dozen or fifteen 
large apple trees, which diminished the 
yield somewhat. The field faces two 
roads, and I doubt not that the owner, 
one of the best farmers in the town, 
takes much pride in its good appearance. 
It if seeded again with wheat this year, 
and is as perfect a crop aa I ever saw. 
And yet I presume that the field has not 
been manured more than once or twice 
since the last wheat crop. Seeding with 
clover will keep auch land fertile for 
ma ay years. Sixty bushels per acre 
mint be nearly the limit for possible 
wheat production in our climate, though 
this crop haa been much exceeded in 
England. The farmer who has land 
which will produce such crops, can grow 
wheat profitably, even at low prices. Is 
it not better to concentrate effort en good 
laud until it is brought up to the best, 
rather than to diffuse it over the whole 
farm, working all the land and getting 
pre fit from none? By increasing the 
feriility of the soil we may decrease the 
coat of production, which is the best and 
surest mode of increasing profits, not 
only in farming, but everything eke 
Fanners cannot well fix the price at 
which they will sell their products; but 
if they learn how to grow crops at less 
conn, they reach the same result in an 
equally satisfactory manner. On land 
that is productive enough, prices of pro- 
duce can never go below the margin of 



sive farmer and close observer, says his 
hogs seem to thrive upon them as well as 
when fed on corn, and for stock hogs 
they are better. He regards them aa be- 
ing in no small degree an antidote for a 
'disease known as hog cholera. When 
digging what he desired to store away 
for winter use for his hogs, he found the 
yield per acre was nearly 1,000 bushels. 
After digging what he desires, the hoga 
are turned in, and they complete the 
work, and at the same time their drop- 
pings enrich the land. He says the 
white variety is not only more hardy, 
but more prolific than the Brazilian or 
ret! artichoke. The artichoke thrives 
and doe a as well on nearly all kinds of 
lands as the common potato ; iu fact, it 
proves to he a very profitable crop even 
on thinner lands. 

How to use Clove:. 

On this subject the Rural New Yorker 
says: 

Farmers who grow clover largely are 
almost BweewMlily improving their land. 
It is true that *omc modes of disposing 
of the clover crop arc more advantageous 
than others, but S3 long as clover it 
grown the soil must be benefited. The 
roots at least muni remain, under the 
most exhausted system of cropping and 
ci'.' ve-r roots are no mean fertilizer. They 
take from the subsoil and probably also 
from tbe atmosphere most of the sub 
stance which the plaut contains. It is 
hardly possibly, except by the utilization 
of atmospheric nurogen, to account for 
the beneficial effects of clover on the 
soil. I have often seen good crop* 
grown on clover sod without manure, 
and on land which, before being clovered, 
was reckoned rather poor. Of course, 
the effect is all the better if a crop of 
leaves and baulm is turned under with 
the roots. 

The clover helps the soil in other 
ways. Its roots are the cheapest sub- 
toiler and if the field is not very wet, 
will give the soil all the drainage neces- 
sary for ordinary farm crops. I am 
sati tied that farmers who grow 
clover largely, can keep their fields 
dry with one half the under-draining 
they would otherwise need. Walking 
this spring over the fields, I find clover 
aod dry and ready to plough, while in 
timothy and other grass adjoining, tbe 
water oozes out from the surface under 
the pressure of the foot. Even in wheat 
fields I find that where clover has been 
ploughed under, or even a clover sod, the 
soil is much dryer than en wheat after 
stubble. The decaying clover roots form 
channels through which the water passes 
away. 

Ploughing under clover when in bloom 
ia rightly tegarded as a wasteful method 
of using it — far better, however, than not 
using it at all. The objectiona to naked 
summer fallows are that they require 
two seasons to make a crop, and that 
while tbe sod is decaying under the blaze 
of a summer sun or unprotected surface 
of the field, much of the valuable part 
of the clover is lost. If the soil is rich, 
as it should be, it will produce as much 
after barley or oats as after a naked fallow. 
I do not suppose that fallows average five 
bushels per acre more of wheat than land 
sown after stubble. This year the 
difference will be even less, and some of 
tbe best wheat I have seen was after a 
heavy crop of barley. Five bushels of 
wheat are too little to pay the loss of a 
grain crop and the extra expense in 
cultivating the fallow. There ia a more 
important loss, as summer fallow* are 
usually ploughed the year after the 
clover is sown, the roots have not yet 
made their full growth, and do not until 
the second crop of clover in September 
when the seed is harvested. This is not 
too late to plough and sow to wheat. 
Good crops are thus grown ; but the 
difficulty is in getting a good " catch " of 
clover seed. My way is to harvest two 
crops of clover the second year, the last 
of which is for seed. Feed this out on 
the farm, sow the seed, and make a big 
manure pile. The year after, manure 
sod heavily, plant with corn or potatoes, 
and then follow with barley or oat*, and 
wheat again. In this way there is no 
trouble about a good catch of clover 
every year, and besides the manure 
made from the two crops of clover, and 
need Bold and used will pay the interest 
on the land.

as demonatrated the fact 
that artichokes are excellent food for 
hogii, and that they are practically val- 
uable in those localities where corn is 
the principal food. As more than a 
usual quantity is likely to be planted 
this spring, a word or so of caution may 
not be out of place. It is not a good 
plan to plant them in tbe centre of a 
field, for when once established they are 
very difficult to eradicate. A better 
way is to plant them where they can 
remain for any length of time desired 
Wo would not recommend planting more 
than an acre or two, unless the person 
has had some previous experience with 
them; although those who make hog 
raiting a business, often plant as many as 
five acres. At all events the artichokes 
should be planted where it is convenient 
to turn in the hogs, so that after the 
front haa destroyed the tops in the fall, 
they will root up and eat the principal 
part of the crop. Enough of the tubes 
wil .usually remain in the ground at the 
time winter sets in to seed the ground.

During the American war tbe sympa- 
thies of the German people were strong- 
ly on the side of the North. They 
showed their good feeling toward the 
Union, and their confidence in its success 
by subscribing largely for United States 
bonds, at a most critical period of both 
our arms and our finances— a confidence 
which Congress has abused in a most 
humiliating way by providing for cheat- 
ing the bondholders out of eight cents 
on the dollar. Thus do we ourselves ef- 
face the glories of the war and of eman- 
cipation. But while on the question of 
slavery and the union the < ierman peo- 
ple were with us, yet, from a professional 
point of view, military men in Germany 
rated the southern generals, and especi 
ally Lee, above the generals of the 
union. They do not seem to have mas* 
tered the grand strategy of Grant and 
Sherman, by which Richmond was at 
last shut up in a vice; the energy with 
wbich Grant drove Lee back to 
Richmond-, the patience with 
which, having shut Lee up in bin 
capital, he held bim there, until Sher- 
man's arrival at Charleston gave the 
eignal for taking Richmond, without 
giving Lee a single chauce for escape. 
The other day, seeing it anuounced that 
Captain Mangold, instructor in the royal 
academy of artillerists and engineers, in 
Berlin, would give a lecture on General 
Lee, I was curious to hear bow a German 
officer would picture the military leader 
of the Confederacy. Captain Mangold 
has been a conscientious student of the 
American war in its military bearings, 
and so well did he perform this task, 
with so much discrimination, candor and 
fairness, that I felt constrained to say to 
the lecturer: "Were I a southerner, I 
could not ask more ; and as a unionist, I 
should not have been satisfied with less." 
Surely, all Americans are now ready to 
accord to Ijea his just meed of praise for 
brave, honorable and skillful soldiership 
in a mistaken cause. The lecture was a 
chapter from a book which Captain Man- 
gold is writing upon the civil war in tbe 
UniUd States, and was limited to a 
sketch of tbe personal career of General 
Lee. In the limits of an hour be could 
give details of battles, and, indeed, be 
only sketched tbe peninsular campaign. 
Briefly describing Lee's birth, family, 
education and early career in the 
United States' army, and the relations 
of Virginia to the Union, the lecturer en- 
tered directly upon the act of secession, by 
which Lee felt himself drawn with his 
state— though with reluctance and even 
protest— into tbe vortex of civil war. 
His skill as an engineer in planning the 
fortifications of Richmond; his manly 
modesty when called to tbe supreme 
command ; bis tact in turning the mili- 
tary vanitv of Jefferson Davis to the 
advantage of the army ; the energy and 
secrecy with which he combined bis forces 
so as to outgeneral McClellan, and the 
vigorous strategy with which he drove 
him from the peninsula ; and, when times 
of disaster came, his fertility in gathering 
resources, his wisdom in harmonizing the 
civil with the military authorities, his 
power of sell-command, his influence 
over officers and men, his patient endur- 
ance of ill-fortune, his desperate struggle 
against hope, and, at last, his dignified 
resignation to defeat— those all were 
pictured and illustrated as exhibiting 
military genius of a high order and en- 
titling Lee to a place in history among 
the fir*t generals of the world. Lee'B 
failure in the offensive was imputed to 
the intermeddling of Davis with the 
army ; but two defects as a general were 
ascribed to bim jiersonally — an indiffer- 
ence to discipline, and too kindly consid- 
eration for incompetent officers, both 
resulting from excess of good nature. 
Captain Mangold was persuaded also 
that, from first to last, I^ee's heart 
was not in the cause of secession. 
This was shown by the letter in 
wbich he threw up his commission in 
the United States army, and by his re- 
fusal to make himself military dictator 
when it became evident that Davis was 
ruining the confederacy and the whole 
south was ready to transfer its allegiance 
to Lee. One point in Lee's conduct 
Captain Mangold could not reconcile 
with the apparent sincerity of his 
character, nor with the code of military 
ethics — the violation of his oath as a 
United States officer. To a Prussian 
officer the violation of an oath is a crime 
so damnable as to be inconceivable. 
Captain Mangold stated fairly the 
reasons by which Lee justified his action 
in the trying dilemma in which he was 
placed ; but he could find no ground 
upon which a Prussian officer could 
justify or even extenuate such a breach 
of honor. Th i- must, indeed, remain a 
melancholy stain upon a name otherwise 
attested as noble and good. But the 
north should remember that Lee acted 
only for himself when secession forced 
the issue, and did not seek to organize a 
conspiracy against the government he 
had sworn to defend. One ol tbe saddest 
comments on secession is the perversion 
it gave to such a character. Let the 
warning live with the memory of Lee !

Carrara Marble. 



The famous marble quarries of Carrara, 
although they have been worked since 
the reign of Augustus, and have fur- 
nished a steady and enormous sut ply to 
the whole civilized globe, seem to be 
inexhaustible. They compose an entire 
mountain range, and embrace every 
variety and quality of marble, from the 
coarse, common kind to the statuary 
marble, Monte Crestoia and Monte 
Sagro yielding the largest and finest 
blocks. The blocks are detached, drawn 
out by oxen and rolled down the hill. 
The quarries number some five hundred, 
only about twenty of them furnishing 
the marble used by sculptors. Most of 
the inhabitants of Carrara and the 
vicinity — some 6,000 workmen in all — 
are employed in the labor, at two or 
three lire (forty to sixty cents) a day. 
The marble taken out year before last 
was in the vicinity of 120,000 tons, val- 
ued at $2,400,000, of which 40,000 comes 
to the United State*. The export ef 
marble to this country has increased 
immensely within twelve to fifteen years, 
the third largest marble firm 
Carrara being American. Our 
there is a member of the firm, and his 
consulate is said to produce a larger 
revenue than any other in Italy.

Persons having a tendency to weak- 
ness of sight, or thoM experiencing un- 
usual fatigue of the eyes in reading or 
similar occupations requiring close vis- 
ion, should carefully observe the follow- 
ing rules: 

L Cease to use the eyes for tbe time 
being, and look away from tbe work, 
when fight becomes in the least painful, 
blurred or indistinct. After perfect rest 
for a moment or /ofjirer, work may be 
resumed, to be continued as before 
when the eyes feel again fatimied. 

2. See that the light is sufficient, and I 
that it falls properly upon your work. 
Never sit facing it. It is best that the | 
light should (all upon the work from 
above or behind. Failing this, it may 
fall from the side. Never use the eyes 
at twilight. Any artificial light for the 
evening is good if it is brilliant enough 
and steady. When artificial light is at 
all painful, it is safer to read or write 
only during the day. 

3. Never read in the horse or steam 
cars. It requires too great an exertion 
of tbe accommodative power to keep 
the eyes fixed on the letters. Business 
men are iu the babit of reading the 
evening papers on their way out of the 
city, and the morning papers on their 
way in. This dangerous practice is a 
somewhat frequent cause of weakness of 
sight. There are those who can follow 
it with impunity year after year, but 
there are more who can not. 

4. Never read when lying down ; it is 
too fatiguing for the accommodative 
power. Many a tedious case of weak 
sight has been traced to the pernicious 
habit of reading in bed after retiring for 
the night. 

5. Do not read much during conva- 
lescence from illness. Before the mus- 
cular system generally has quite re- 
covered its bealthy tone, we ought not 
to expect the muscles of accommodation 
to bear the continuous use to which they 
are subjected in reading or writing. 

j We can not be sure that the delicate 
muscles of the eye are in a condition to 
be used until the muscles of the leg and 

] the arm have regained their strength and 
firmness. 

6. The general health should be main« 
tained by a good diet, sufficient sleep, 
air. exercise, amusement, and a proper 
restriction of the hours of hard work. 
One ought not to expect strong eyes in 
a body weakened by bad habits or an in- 
judicious amount of labor. Bright gas- 
lights in crowded rooms, and the impurity 
of the air in such places, are especially to 
be avoided. Medical advice should be 
sought in regard toany nervous debility, 
disorder of the organs of digestion, or 
functional disturbances of a general 
nature, whether they appear to nave a 
direct connection with the weakness of 
sitrhtornot. "if.". ■

this way gold to tbe value of $ 15 f)0 hasilsArd- . . . 
been taken from a single pi^ce. The op> 
eration, however, generally destroys 
the ring or tone of the coin, leaving it, 
besides, either too light or too thick. 
Another swindle is to bore into tbe 
edges. The holes whence the gold is 
taken are refilled with silver, covered 
with gold solder, and tbe edges are neatly 
finished ; but the light weight reveals 
the theft. From $5 to $7.50 worth of 
gold has thus been taken from one coin, 
and the pieces of course have every ap- 
pearance of being genuine. Real coun- 
terfeits — that is, coin wholly spurious 
because of base metal— are almost in- 
variably below weight. An exception 
to this, however, exists in a $5 piece 
which is of the exact standard weight of 
12J grains. It is composed of an alloy 
of gold and silver, and worth $2.70 to' 
$3.40. Its appearance and tone are ex- 
cellent, but it is thicker than the 
genuine coin, and hence may be detected 
by tbe gauge. Still, it is one of the 
most dangerous counterfeits in existence. 

A silver piece passes current so long aa 
the imprint is not badly defaced or 
weight greatly reduced. A hole through 
the coin condemns it. The low value of 
silver prevents any such proceedings as 
In the case of gold, as the amount which 
could be safely abstracted would not pay 
for the trouble of doing it. Consequent- 
ly, all silver counterfeits are true imita- 
tions, and there is hardly a date of dollar, 
half dollar orquartt r which has not b^ea 
copied with remarkable accuracy. The 
counterfeiter either makes a mould in 
plaster from the raw coin, and casts irora 
it, or he stumps his imitations in dies. 
As this last process is the same as in ubb 
at the mints, the counterfeits thus pro- 
duced are more difficult to detect, 
because, besides being more accurately

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a fresh effort to rush into tbe flames ;

But simultaneously a terific crash was 
heard that made tbe very earth tremble 
beneath the spectatois ; a huge column 
of smoke shot up toward the sky from 
where the roof had been, and a gush of 
intense flame followed, leaping far up 
into the highest clouds. 

The crowd, one and all, gasped for 
breath. Then came a deep, long-drawn 
sigh, for the roof and floors had evidently 
fallen in, and the faithful Juba, alas! 
was nowhere to be seen. 

A dozen rersons rushed toward the 
building, and until driven back by the 
heat, stood close to the window where he 
had been last seen.

alloy receives brings it nearer to stand- 
ard weight. A large number of 
counterfeit silver coins are made chiefly 
of type metal. A very dangerous hali 
dollar is composed of silver, copper aod 
zinc, and is worth about seventeen cents. 
It Li from seven to ten grains too light. 
8purious half-dollars have appeared 
which constantly deceive bank tellers 
and other experts, because they are of 
full weight. They are made of a com- 
pound similar to German silver, and are 
so well plated with genuine silver .that 
the acid does not affect them. Thev are, 
however, too thick, and the gauge, as 
usual, where the balance fails, shows the 
fact. Counterfeits of the quarter-dollar, 
though very plenty, are less dangerous 
than those of larger pieces. They are 
composed of antimony, tin and lead, and 
are both too light aod too thick, although 
they have a good ring. A peculiar com- 
position has been employed, to which 
powdered glass is added to give a clear 
sound ; but this is but a clumsy expe- 
dient, as the coin is far below proper 
weight, a fact easilyappreciable by mere 
handling. 

It ii a difficult matter to lay down any 
general rules for detecting counterfeit 
coins, as it will be seen from the forego- 
ing that the closestocular inspection may 
be wholly at fault. In general the mill- 
ing on the edge of the counterfeit com is 
always poorly executed as compared 
with the genuine ; but wear of the latter 
often renders tbe distinction difficult to 
draw. Another point worth remember- 
ing is that absence of clear tope in a 
coin is not necessarily proof of its falsity, 
because it may and does happen that a 
crack or flaw is made in the metal during 
the rolling, and this, just as in a bell, 
will of course destroy the vibrations, and 
make the sound dull and flat.— [Scienti- 
fic American.
